WILE the Chinese population in this country is 
showing a steady decrease, the Japanese element is de- 
cidedly increasing. In 1900 there were only 89,800 
Chinese in this country as compared with 107,475 in 
1890. In 1890 there were only 2,039 Japanese here, 
and in 1900 there were 24,300. The growth of the 
Japanese element in Hawaii was also far greater than 


that of the Chinese. 


Exports of manufactures from the United States 
appear to be slightly less in the fiscal year just ended 
than in the preceding year, the figures for the 11 months 
ending with May, showing an apparent reduction of 
$14,565,030. This statement, however, is misleading 
because the figures of the year 1901 do not include the 
exports to Porto Rico and Hawaii, which were included 
in former years, and which are largely manufactures and 
which will aggregate $25,000,000 for the fiscal year. 


THE modern inventor, taken in the aggregate, is 
far from being gallant. Devices for helping the over- 
burdened housewife are few and far between. ‘The 
progress in improved farm tools for the use of our 
bucolic brother and in appliances for his wife is as that 
of the locomotive and the snail. An original sugges- 
tion in this connection comes from a man named Frost, 
of Wisconsin, a man in public life, by the way, perhaps 
mindful of the adage that the hand that rocks the 
cradle rules the world, seeking thereby to become pop- 
ular with the women as the surest way to secure the 
votes of the men. He believes that rural laundries, 
established in small hamlets and at country four cor- 
ners, gathering up the washing from all the region 
around, doing it, as well as the ironing, at reasonable 
rates, would make the life of the farmer’s wife more 
endurable and more attractive. His idea is to be put 
into practical operation, and if it succeeds. it will prove 
popular in all the agricultural regions.

What is sauce for the goose is sauce for 
the gander, and the manufacturers who yield to William 
Wilson’s, Geneva, N. Y., little scheme are not in a posi- 
tion to emphatically say “no” when Jabez Bruce, of 
Elmira, N. Y., Lyman Simms, of Wilkesbarre, Pa., and 
Herman Teufel, of Quinnebaug, Conn., start up “Hard- 
ware Quarterlies,” which innocent ruse will enable them 
to secure a larger discount from the manufacturer than 


their straightforward competitors. 


Another abuse which was quite flagrant eight or 
ten years ago, but which is rapidly dying out, was the 
reprehensible practice of jobbers in forcing manufac- 
turers to pay anywhere from $25 to $100 a page for an 
“advertisement” in their catalogue. The manufacturer 
was not allowed to write his “advertisement,” which 
consisted only in a cut of his goods and the price, not 


even his firm name and address being allowed to appear. 


[t is the class of manufacturers who are accustomed 
to spend their advertising appropriation for placing 
goods before the trade in placating these extortionate 
jobbers and who reach the public by allowing a crew cf 
William Wilsons to genteely milk them for as much 
as they will stand, who refuse with adamantine firmness 
to patronize profitable advertising mediums, both trade 


and public, on the ground that advertising don’t pay. 


It is a wonder how much expenditure is saddled on 
long-suffering advertising appropriations anyhow. [I 
know of a prominent hardware manufacturer who spent 
some $8,500 in yachting last summer, and as his name as 
the president of the Anderson & Peterson Monkey 
Wrench Co. was in the papers quite often, he charged the 
whole item up to “advertising.”

The old story about the lanky Texan who came up 
to New York and called on the promoter of the rubber 
trust to sell him a rubber plant he had had on his 
back piazza in Dallas for 17 years, is called to mind by 
the postal circular sent out by the Peninsular Stove Co., 
Detroit, Chicago and Buffalo, which shows two “giant 
plants.” One is a cactus about seven times as tall as a 
human being, and the other is their large and finely 
equipped steel range plant. Each year this firm en- 
larges their facilities and gives their patrons new spe- 
cialties. Their immense warehouses enable them to 
carry a large stock and make prompt shipments. 


The Bering-Cortes Hardware Co., Houston, Tex., 
in a recent favor have.this to say about the depreda- 
tions of steel range peddlers in that section of the coun- 
try: “The steel range peddlers have not been operating 
in this section for a number of years, and we doubt if 
they could make any sales after the method they pur- 
sued some years ago, in almost forcing the ranges on 
people, who were unable to buy as high a price an 
article (high in price only). The majority of these 
ranges that were sold did not give satisfaction, and were 
thrown aside in some cases before the notes given fell due. 
We notice in some counties in our state these peddlers 
are taxed $259 in each county, which we think is the 


most effective means of doing away with these peddlers.”

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RED CROSS STOVES AND RANGES. 


The Co-operative Foundry Co., Rochester, N. Y., 
for whom J. P. Lindemann & Sons, Milwaukee, are 
western agents, send us a copy of their 35th annual cata- 
logue of Red Cross stoves and ranges. The Red Cross 
Victor new steel range is built of planished steel with 
double plates interlined with asbestos. There is a 
plunge damper in the top and combination wheel reg- 
ister and damper in the pipe. The grates are duplex 
or Dockash, and draw out in front instead of longitud- 
inally. The oven door has a thermometrical indicator. 
The ash pan is very large and very deep. The feed door 
combines the swing and pouch feed principles. The ex- 
treme bottom or cast iron base section is an exception- 
ally desirable feature. 
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The Imperial Red Cross range has a flue construc- 
tion which combines the desirable elements of the sheet 
flue and two-flue ranges, besides the draw-out oven rack.

HEATING A SCHOOL HOUSE. 





Enclosed find a sketch of school house in which the 
board of trustees wants to place a hot water heating 
plant and some system of ventilation, but are restricted 
in money matters, and I would like to have your Mr. 
Lawler’s plan of a good, effective system, but not any- 
thing elaborate, as soon as possible, for the work must 
be completed by Sept. 5th, 1901. O. H. ALLINson. 

Jobstown, N. J., July 18, 1901. 

P. 8S.—The ceiling is 12 feet. It is a frame build- 
ing. There is no cellar except a pit for boiler and coal. 
It will be plastered on sides and ceilings. The pit and 
chimney can be placed where they are to the best ad- 
vantage. What size boiler could it be heated with if 
coils were used instead of radiation ? 

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

In compliance with our subscriber’s request, we 
have laid out a hot water heating system that we think 
will meet with approval for the school house in question. 

As there is to be no cellar under this building 
except a space large enough for the boiler and coal, 
nothing but an overhead pipe system would be practical, 
hence there is hardly any option as to that. Yet, at the 
same time, an overhead pipe system is the most econom- 
ical, as the supply and return pipes all serve as radiat- 
ing surface. We should locate the boiler and chimney 
about in the center of the building on the north side, us 
shown on plan Fig. 1, and we should build the chimney 
to a height of a few feet above the peak or highest part 
of the roof, as shown in elevation sketch, Fig. 3. And to 
provide for ventilation we should place in the brick 
chimney a cast iron pipe of 8 inches diameter, having 
hub joints, as shown, which will act as the smoke pipe 
from heater, this pipe to extend to top of brick chim- 
ney, and allowing a space between the inside of brick 
and the cast iron smoke pipe of about 3 inches, which 
space would act as the ventilating channel. The cast iron 
pipe to be stayed at various points by placing a brick 
close to it extending from brick wall, as also shown in 
Fig. 3. At the floor on each side of flue, one in each 
room, place a ventilating register or register face, so 
that it would remain open at all times; and this being 
as long as the inside width of flue will permit, and 10 
to 12 inches high, so that all foul air will be drawn 
from the floor of the rooms. It will not be necessary 
to provide any special inlet of fresh air in this case, 
as the doors are in the opposite side of rooms, which 
will be opened quite frequently, allowing all the neces- 
sary fresh air to enter, not to speak of that which will 
find its way in through the windows. 

RADIATION NECESSARY. 

There is nothing saved at the present prices of 
steam pipe in using coils in place of radiators, therefore 
I should prefer to use radiators. As we provide ven- 
tilation in this plant it will require more radiation 
than without ventilation, and, taking this point, as well 
as all others, into consideration, we allow 150 square 
feet of radiation for each room in addition to the sur- 
face in the flow and return pipes. We have located 
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the radiators where we consider them to do the best 
work, as shown on floor plan, Fig. 1. In sketch, Fig. 
2, we show how we should run the pipes from boiler to 
radiators, and from radiators back to boiler, also giv- 
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of the tank in case of overflows, for the reason that air 
will pass down through the vent pipe. The placing 
of the tank vent in the warm flue, as shown, will be a 


safeguard against freezing, thus keeping the system 
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ing size of same. A 15-gallon expansion tank is placed 
as near the ceiling as practical, having overflow con- 
nection made as shown. The main flow pipe is carried 
within a few inches of the bottom of expansion tank, 
then extending horizontally in both directions at this 
height, and having a slight fall down to last radiator 
on the lines. Branches are taken from this main flow 
pipe, which enter the top of radiators, with the outlets 
from radiators in opposite ends and connecting with re- 
turn pipes, which will rest on the floor, having also a 
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slight pitch to the boiler, make all connections io 
radiators with one inch pipe. The flow pipe may be 
reduced, as marked, in passing to the various radiators, 
and the return pipe must be increased in the same man- 
ner as it comes near the boiler. If piped in this man- 
ner, as shown, there will be no necessity of using any 
air valves, as all air will find its way to the expansion 
tank, where it will escape to ventilating flues. It will 
be necessary to have water in the expansion tank in or- 
der to have circulation, and by connecting the overflow 
pipes from tank, as shown, there can be no siphoning 








open to the atmosphere at all times, which means a 
safety outlet. It would pay to place on the boiler .a 
hot water damper regulator, for the purpose of prevent- 
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ing the water boiling over, as this could easily hap- 
pen by neglecting the drafts. 
The boiler for this size plant should have a ca- 
pacity of about seven hundred square feet of radiation.

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BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation : 

Summer dullness and the strike dominate the iron 
trade but the active demand for finished products such 
as tin-plates iron and steel bars, hoops and sheets ‘s 
reducing jobbers’ stocks rapidly and causing high pre- 
miums such as $18 on sheets and $20 on tin-plate, $5 on 
hoops and $2 per ton on bar iron and skelp at Pittsburg, 
where a heavy business has been booked for structural 
material. Chicago reports sales of 15,000 tons of bars, 
sheets scarce and numerous small orders for steel from 
far-off markets. Pig iron production continues large 
and while stocks are reported accumulating in the cen- 
tral west, Chicago reports shipments so free that stocks 
are no larger. No prices have formally been fixed -for 
steel rails, but some business has been placed for next 


year at $28. 


WIRE NAILS.

A mail report from London received at the New 
York Metal Exchange read: “Some business was done 
in virgin spelter at £16 10s, London terms, at the 
beginning of the week, since which the tone has been 
a little firmer and today’s value is about £16 12s 6d; 
the general situation is unchanged. Zinc sheets are 
rather dull, but full prices are maintained. Remelted 
spelter is again getting scarce, and virgin having fallen 
the difference between the two is slight. Hard spelter 
is almost dead; producers do not yet realize that the 
demand for prompt delivery, which enabled such high 
prices to be paid, is over. Business has been done at 
£13 to £13 5s f. o. b., but consumers will not buy at all.”
